Reapportionment means Hie revision of the setup 
by which we are represented in Government. 
The lbs. Supreme Court and Michigan Supreme 
Court have acted in several historic cases recently to 
force changes in Michigan’s apportionment of seats in 
the Legislature and in Congress.

Al any commentators hailed the decisions (espousing 
the one-man, one-vote theme) as a new charter of liber­ 
ty. signaling a new control for the majority in Amer­ 
ica government, and the death knell of our old era of 
rural domination of government. 
The decisions set out to provide “equal votes” for 
all citizens but Dixon suggests that equal votes do not 
grow out of a simple exact equation of votes to popula­ 
tion because there are some other very influential fac­ 
tors in our representation. 
For instance, Maryland’s 
old line legislature leaders came up with a plan for vot­ 
ing that balanced out in arithmetic with the population, 
but which would have worsened the lot of the suburbs, 
which were already grossly underrepresented. 
Another cause of inequity, even when population 
factors are even, is the balance of power, which en he 
upset by interest groups. 
Whenever a minority group 
■—racial, religious, or whatever, holds the balance of 
power, overrepresentation of a minority can occur. This 
happened hurtfully when prohibitionists—a minority 
faction—obtained a constitutional amendment banning 
alcoholic beverages.

“ When the outer shore was 
built up people referred to it 
as ‘Aronson’s Island’ in a criti­ 
cal w ay,” said Vinette.
